As of this date, there has been 
no coverage whatsoever in Cycle News, 
even though pictures were submitted and 
a member of Cycle News’ staff and his 
wife were there as guests, Meanwhile, 
you have had sufficient space to run ex- 
tensive articles as well as pictures 
covering two banquets held since that 
time by other organizations,

AB 289, this year’s ‘helmet bill,”

passed out to the floor of the Assembly,

has lumped together licensing provisions 
for motorcycle riders and helmet and 
eye protection requirements, Most of us 
favor some sort of licensing.

John Renesch, chief man atInternational 
Cycle Exhibitions, Inc., promoted the 
race in conjunction with the Bay Area 
Chapter of the AFM, and Renesch had 
more than one ‘second thought’? about 
drawing a respectable crowd in the rain, 
But after some last minute telephone 
calls around the state, and to the road- 
racers in Oregon and Nevada, the races 
went on as scheduled. 


Vaca Valley Vrooms! 


It became obvious during Saturday 
practice that Northern spectators were 
in for some exciting racing. Two very 
fast Yamaha TD-1Cs were seen splash- 
ing through the puddles well in excess 
of 120 miles an hour, A fast sidecar rig 
showed up at midday, and Dick Hammer 
came rolling in with Doug Schwerma's 
very fast Yamaha 350 Grand Prix ma- 
chine as well as with tales of anappear- 
ance on race day of the complete Suzuki 
team from Down South.

Sunday morning dawned bright and 
clear, and although parts of the course 
still resembled the old swimmin’ hole, 
and although — as Hammer was soon to 
find out — the outer perimeter of turn 
one was covered with gravel, the course 
was ready for an excellent afternoon of 
dicing. About a thousand spectators were 
on hand at midday, and the heat races 
began on schedule. The Formula Racing 
Association put on an exciting exhibition 
with its open-wheeled monoposto cars, 
and it is hoped by both the FRA and the 
AFM that a joint car-bike meeting is in 
the offing this Spring, if not at Vacaville 
or Cotati, at San Luis Obispo. 

It would be difficult to single out any 
one of the day’s outstanding races as 
the most outstanding, for from the first 
of the races to the last the competition 
was keen and expert. Two 50cc machines, 
ridden by Tom Cleghorn and Charles 
Martinez, dominated the 100 class with 
surprising ease, and in the 125 class 
Reg Pridmore of Santa Barbara demon- 
strated that he was going to be very hard 
to beat all days (and perhaps all season) 
long. Reg, undoubtedly the day’s biggest 
money grabber, also won the sidecar 
event with Ernie Caesar in the chair, 
and took second in the 500 Grand Prix 
class as well. The 250 race was, as 
expected, as fast and as closely con- 
tested as any of the races, Art Baumann, 
who fell off two other times during the 
day, fell off in this one too, when his 
engine seized, and Ron Grant breezed 
home on the factory Suzuki, If this ma- 
chine holds together — and if it gets 
started — Ron will have a chance to prove 
at Daytona something that many have 
known for a long time: that he can race 
with the best this country has to offer, 
and, with luck, beat them, But it still 
appears that both Hammer and Grant 
will need the luck, if their machines are 
going to go two hundred miles.

fine production machines promise to be 
exciting this year. Perhaps the Suzuki 
will be able to dethrone the 450 in the 
Annual 250 Mile production race on 
July 4th. But at this point the 450is still 
the machine to beat. 

The promoters and directors of the 
February 18th road race worked to- 
gether well and it is hoped that their 
cooperation will prove fruitful during 
the remainder of the season. Such co- 
operation will be a blessing to riders 
and spectators alike, and to the sport of 
roadracing hereabouts generally. It was 
encouraging to see so many ACA and 
AMA riders in the AFM race, doubly 
encouraging to know that they profited 
in substantial ways, Lance Prestidge, 
Class C Referee for AMA District 36, 
was on hand and helped organize the grid. 
Rick Schell started all the races in 
expert and impressive form, and Brent 
Stockwell kept the public address system 
buzzing with facts and theories, 


Nor. Cal. Top 6 Scramblers 


At its annual district meeting in Anti- 
och, the AMA announced its top half- 
dozen Expert Sportsman scramblers for 
1968: Jim Rice of Palo Alto, Bruce An- 
derson of Saratoga, Mark Brelsford of 
San Bruno, David Hansen of Hayward, 
Paul Johnson of Lafayette, and Ray Huff 
of Modesto — an impressive list, for 
Johnson and Brelsfordare teenagers, and 


Huff is sometimes referred to as the 
Grand Old Man of scrambling in these 
parts. 

Art Baumann and Mike Yarn are now 
riding behind AMA white plates, and 
Mike was the only non-National Num- 
bered Expert in the final held recently 
in the Houston Astrodome, Jim Odom is 
now riding behind National Expert Num- 
ber 77 — Chris Draayer’s old number, 

Chris is reported to be recuperating. 
The extent of his injuries was not gen- 
erally known: he lost an arm, both of 
his legs were broken (one a compound 
fracture accompanied by a dislocated 
knee), his chest was crushed, and his 





neck broken. He is up and about now, 
and was recently able to get down to his 
father’s Salt Lake City store. It will 
cheer you to know, after his tragic mis- 
hap last year, that he will be among the 
spectators at Daytona. Chris will no 
doubt wish that he were out there on one 
of Harley’s new KRs, for they are re- 
puted to be not only fast but very elegant 
indeed this year. Milwaukee has come 
up with some space-age streamlining, 
and their seats and fairings may well 
prove the hit of the paddock area in 
Florida. Mert Lawwill, Cal Rayborn, and 
Dan Haaby will be factory supported, 
and Gene Romero will also be on a 
Harley, one of Gary Bray’s machines, It 
was thought for a while that Odom would 
ride a KR too, but the latest report says 
he will be on one of the Triumphs, The 
factory frames for the Harleys are being 
reproduced and modified by Earl Wood- 
man in St. Louis and by Jim Belland, a 
local here, Mert is enthused by Belland’s 
craftsmanship, and Woodman’s work is 
well known for the scrupulous and expert 
care that he puts into it, 

The AMA will run its Mile National at 
Sacramento in September and Half-Mile 
Nationals at both San Jose and Salinas. 
Another dozen or so half-miles are on 
tap at San Jose, Pleasanton, Calistoga, 
and Salinas, and in a month or so some 
two dozen quarter-miles will be run 
Saturday nights at Petaluma, California. 

The Richmond Ramblers are running 
their usual full schedule of off-the-road 
races, as are the Palo Alto club at Fre- 
mont, the Hayward and Lodi clubs, and 
the Polka Dots in Sacramento. The Au- 
burn 49-er Enduro is only two months 
off, It is also encouraging to know that an 
English Trials was successfully run by 
the Ramblers recently, and that more 
Trials are scheduled. 


British “World Beater” On Its Way? 


Read Bros. (Cycles) Ltd., of Leyton- 
stone, England, are presently engaged in 
bench tests of their 500cc Read- Weslake 
twin cylinder engine, Running at 13.5:1 
compression, this eight-valve air-cooled 
twin is expected by some to produce 
something not far short of 80 horse- 
power. It will be red-lined at 11,000 and 
make use of some of the more forward- 
looking metallurgical innovations of re- 
cent years — Hidurel Nimonic valves, an 
EN36 camshaft, titanium tappets and 
spring caps, silicone chrome vanadium 
valve springs, and the rest — all in a 
package weighing under 100 pounds and 
costing somewhere in the neighborhood 
of $1200. Both Rickman and Seeley will 
be making frames for this 940T- RW, and 
an Italian-based special of the type to be 
used by Kel Carruthers may also be 
available to the public. The complete 
racer, with a five-speed in-unit gearbox 
will, hopefully, weigh about 200 pounds, 
and cost less than $3800. Cycle World 
magazine has supposedly bought one of 
these engines; and with a deposit of 
$125 you can have one, too! Road tests 
are planned in England by early Spring. 
Will this be the British World Beater we 
have so long been promised in the pages 
of the somewhat chauvinistic English 
press?

If one word could describe the 
Cal Poly Penguins eighteenth an- 
nual Hi Mountain Enduro, it would 
be muddy. it rained heavily in the 
San Luis Obispo area Saturday, 
and by the 8a.m. start on Sunday, 
mountain roads which normally 
would have been considered the 
easy part of the course, became 
an insummountable obstacle for 
many. 


The start — finish was at Rinconada 
Ghost Town, which is about seven míles 
north of San Luis Obispo. With the num- 
ber of entries was limited to 500, cars, 
trucks, trailers, bikes and people jam- 
med the tiny picturesque reminder of 
the old west, Rinconada merchants had 
their biggest business since the last Hi 
Mountain Enduro. This has become the 
North California enduro that you just- 
have-to-ride, and it attracts riders from 
hundreds of miles,

A moto-cross competition card, entit- 
ling riders to be listed in point stand- 
ings, is available for $4. This price 
includes three number plates, required 
by District moto-cross rules. 

Riders may apply for moto-cross 
cards by sending $4 with a district ap- 
plication blank (available at Cycle News 
dealer stores) to Dave Lewis, 11339 
Moorpark, North Hollywood, Calif. 
91602,

cials for instituting the moto-cross sys- 
tem with minimum delay.

For those already accustomed to the 
beautiful, green, mountain country the 
enduro is perhaps just a good ride, but 
to the large number of flatland riders, 
the trees and abundant foliage were a 
pleasant change from their brown desert, 

The riders trek began on a paved 
road leading south from Rinconada, After 
about a mile, course markers pointed 
to the right, and the riders began their 
journey up the mountain in the general 
direction of Pismo Beach. The muddy, 
snaking road leading up the mountain 
got worse as the bikes plodded through, 

One short, steep up-hill section near 
the start became so very bad after 
many bikes had passed that it was an 
insuperable obstacle, and traffic had to 
be routed around it, Even the road was 
so deep in gummy red mud, that prob- 
ably as much as 100 riders bogged down, 
never to make it to the top of the first 
mountain, They actually logged less than 
five miles, before it was all over. Those 
who lasted until the last half of that 
enduro weren’t able to travel more than 
50 feet without passing a stalled rider 
scraping, poking and picking mud from 
his mount. Numerous riders stuck their 
machines so. deep that they just stepped 
off, and the bikes stayed standing.

It wasn't long until the traffic down- 
hill was as heavy as the traffic up-hill 
toward the first check, There were so 
many that just couldn't make the first 
hill that the Penguins Club considered 
finishing the enduro at the noon check. 
After a quick look through the rulebook, 
they found that this couldn't be done so 
the riders were left at the mercy of the 
mountains. 

Those few skilled riders who managed 
to climb the mud trails to the clouds, 
which enveloped the uppermost part of 
the mountain, before giving up, they 
could hardly believe their eyes. When 
the cloud lifted they saw the enormous 
number of stranded bikes, Mud-covered 
motorcycles were everywhere, and in 
some places there were so many that the 
road was blocked for oncoming riders. 

Tires seemed to make little difference 
as knobbies soon became as smooth as 
drag slicks, The smaller machines ap- 
peared to have an easier go of it then the 
big irons, but perhaps this was because 
that the riders were still able to hold 
them up after acquiring an extra hundred 
pounds of weight in the way of mud. 

The riders who made it to the top of 
the first mud-covered mountain con- 
tinued on a route that was 111 miles 









long over much the same trail as last 
year. It wound through the Santa Lucia 
Range in the northern portion of the Los 
Padres National Forest, and stopped for 
noon check a couple of miles south of 
Pozo. The riders left the noon check 
heading for the La Panza Range before 
circling and using the same slippery 
mountain to come down to the finish that 
they had used for the start, The sun had 
dried ít out quite a bit by this time so it 
wasn’t as treacherous as before. 

The 1968 Hi Mountain Enduro separ- 
ated the men from the boys, but perhaps 
it was the boys who succeeded in finish- 
ing, Or was it? We won’t know until the 
results are tallied, 

Oh well! It will provide plenty of con- 
versation (even for those who only man- 
aged three miles from the start) until 
time for the nineteenth annual Hi Moun- 
tain Enduro by the Cal Poly Penguins 
M.C.

The new officers of the Southern Cali- 
fornia Road Riders Committee took their 
chairs and Chairman J.M, Jones gavelled 
the meeting to order at 8:09 p.m. Mon- 
day, February 4th. In his opening re- 
marks, J.M, thanked the former officers 
for their efforts and predicted a good 
year for the RRC. He said he hoped that 
all would work together for greater ac- 
complishments in 1968. 

With the minutes approved Treasurer 
Sherman Ames spelled out the details of 
the financial loss incurred on the dance. 
Howard Eble reportedon the Competition 
Congress where the RRC was denied a 
vote. Howard stated that the Great White 
Father of Worthington evidenced a very 
low opinion of road riders and couldn’t 
be bothered with their problems. 

The Highway Kings withdrew their 
motion to delete the Supplemental Rules 
as the first order of old Business. In 
January Sherman Ames of the Centaurs, 
moved to delete the power of the Chair- 
man to levy penalties and specified Sec- 
tion F-1 of Article III (Supplemental 
Rules) which reads; ‘‘Reprimandor sus- 
pension for corrupt practices shall be 
inflicted by the Executive Board, but for 
a first offense..,There shall be noappeal 
from the suspension or reprimand in- 
flicted by the chairman as punishment 
for corrupt practices." The motion was 
brought to the floor and accepted by the 
RRC Body. No mention was made about 
nor any action taken on Section F-4 of 
Article III which reads: ‘For major of- 
fenses, corrupt practices and for viola- 
tion of the printed rules, the Chairman 
of the Executive Board may fine a rider 
up to $50.00 for each offense, or suspend 
him for any period up to permanent 
disqualification.’ 

The Referee short-circuited the rules 
for protest and under old business intro- 
duced a ‘motion: to ‘forgive the six-point 


penalty assessed by ‘67 Chairman, Bob 
Adsit against 5 member clubs for viola- 
tion of the printed rules, Adsit, at the 
January meeting had refused to reverse 
his penalty and pointed out that the rules 
clearly stated the next step of the protest 
was an appeal to the AMA Competition 
Committee. Ames of the Centaurs (one 
of the penalized clubs) explained that the 
new E-Board felt that the protest was 
invalid because it was not filed within 5 
days of when the offenses were commit- 
ted. This reasoning, accepted by the 
body, seems to pretty well establish a 
precedent; i.e. Violations of the printed 
rules (Constitution, By-laws, or supple- 
mentary rules) must be protested within 
5 days after the offense occurs, 

Darrol Steen, representing some 300 
outriders through the seat of the Pacific 
Coasters M.C, queried Chairman Jones 
if the entry form causing all of the 
problems would be dropped? Theanswer 
was yes, the entry forms had been 
dropped from the Supplementary Rules 
and no, the promoting clubs would prob- 
ably not drop the offending clause and 
the proper form to use now is as re- 
quired by the AMA Rules, 


A quick check of the AMA Sportsmen 
Rules on page 67 revealed that the AMA 
does not include the clause that is ob- 
jected to by so many riders; I agree to 
hold blameless the AMA,,,and any pro- 
perty owner or owners, for any loss or 
injury to myself or property....! Any 
property owner is deemed by some to be 
much too broad and includes too many, 
for a prudent person to pre-release. 
Many of the riders had protected them- 
selves by lining out that clause before 
signing the release. The Supplementary 
Rules had eliminated the “and any pro- 
perty owner or owners’’ and made pro- 
visions for releasing specific persons or 
firms actually needing the protection. 
The RRC body concurred with the Cen- 
taur’s objection to specifically releasing 
only those requiring it and deleted the 
entry form from the Supplementary 
Rules. 

Following seven months of silence in 
response to ‘67 Chairman Adsit’s request 
for volunteers to plan the Spring Tour, 
the referee admitted that the tour plans 
were 4 months late and called for an 
immediate appointment of a committee 
head. Bob Decker of the Topper’s M.C. 
volunteered to plan and coordinate the

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City of Hope Benefit with the assistance 
of Hal Brown. Twelve clubs immediately 
volunteered for work assignments, 

Howard Eble of the Highway Kings 
suggested that planning for the Pine 
Cone Rally should start and he volun- 
teered to begin the work. A suggestion to 
go elsewhere than Carson City was made, 
specifically Morro Bay. Eble said he 
would investigate alternate destination 
seriously suggested but all advise must 
be in by June as he didn’t intend to be 
caught short by time as happened in 1967, 

As soon as New Business opened, Mike 
Evans of the Highway Kings introduceda 
resolution that was seconded by Arrant of 
the Ace of Clubs and Carmicheal of the 
Golden Staters. 


Whereas, there are wicked and mis- 
guided persons seeking to restrain and 
deny the rights, liberty, and personal 
enjoyment of motorcyclists through un- 
necessary restrictive legislation, and 

Whereas, It is in the best interests of 
the members of this organization to be 
informed of, and if necessary, oppose 
those enemies of motorcycling, and, 

Whereas, it is within the purposes and 
means of this organization to do so, be 
it therefore 

Resolved; That the Southern California 
Road Rider's Committee supports the 
printing and postage costs of the Com- 
mittee for Better Motorcycling in their 
efforts to combat such restrictive legis- 
lation and inform the RRC of legislative 
assaults on our rights, liberty and per- 
sonal enjoyment of motorcyclcing by said 
wicked and misguided persons, 

The motion to adopt the resolution 
carried with only the Knights and one 
other club dissenting, Costs of the print- 
ing and mailing was determined not to 
exceed an average of $7.50 per month 
for the legislative session which 
shouldn't extend past August, 

Ken Harrison's resignation from the 
Rules Committee was accepted by the 
body. Ken and his wife, Lee, had devoted 
the past few years to the sport and the 
RRC, Ken was active in developing the 
Supplemental Rules and their recent re- 
vision, Both the referee and Tom Orcutt 
of the Spinning Spokes, who worked with 
Ken on the rules revision, volunteered 
for the job as Rules Committee Chair- 
man, 

Twenty-four ofthe twenty-seven mem- 
ber clubs answered-the roll call in re- 








sponse to a letter to all representatives 
urging their attendance as a subject of 
vital importance was impending. The 
A.M.A, had refused to re-charter the 
RRC, maintaining that as the RRC was a 
club of clubs rather than a club of indi- 
viduals, the RRC is a sports Committee 
and not eligible for AMA charter or 
sanctions. 


Treasurer Sherman Ames had placed 
a long distance telephone call to W.T. 
Berry in Worthington trying to find out 
why the sudden change in policy after 14 
years and if possible settle the question, 
Barry evidently reinforced Eble’s report 
on his attitude toward Road Riders be- 
cause Ames stated that it was a wasteof 
15 minutes as far as the cooperation he 
received, 

After the riders learned that there was 
no satisfactory answers available, the 
discussion turned to possible alternative 
actions. The prime questions to arise 
were: 

1. What advantage does membership 
in the AMA offer? 

2. What would be lost if the RRC did 
not rejoin? 

3. What is involved for the RRC to 
take over AMA functions (?) in the Road 
Riding Field. 

Positive Actions decided on was: 

1. Organize a subsidiary clubof indi- 
viduals (same officers as RRC) toobtain 
sanctions for RRC events. 

2. Contact Bill Adams for further in- 
formation and possible action. 

3. Contact District 37 Sports Com- 
mittee for possible joint action. 

None of the RRC reps have been parti- 
cularly overjoyed with the service from 
the AMA and this last action may be the 
one to break the relationship. On a mo- 
tion by Ames, the body voted to promote 
the City of Hope Spring Tour whether 
AMA. sanction the event or not, Another 
motion to secure tour awards to be 
awarded in addition to AMA awards (if 
they come) was passed. 

An article appearing in a recent issue 
of Cycle News was read aloud word for 
word by Treasurer Sherman Ames and 
reference made to another article ina 
different issue, Ames informed the rid- 
ers that he was very much offended that 


. anyone would write and publish such 


statements. He proceeded to read a 
rebuttal letter which most of the clubs 
also signed.

Saturday would have been a very poor 
day for the Vegas Valley Moto-Cross as 
we received our annual four-inch Nevada 
rain (one drop every four inches), but it 
tade for fine conditions Sunday, Febru- 
ary 11, with no dust and that extra 
traction you get from wet sand, 

Starting off the bash were the 100cc 
bikes. Putting on a fine show in the first 
heat were Dan Sromalla with his buzzing 
Moto+Beta and Sachs-mounted Casey 
Folks, who were rarely more than a few 
feet apart throughout the entire five laps 
with Sromalla getting the checkered flag 
about 10 feet ahead of Folks, Ken Cam- 
eron and Tom Scales, both Sachs- mount- 
ed, were bidding for third, with Cameron 
getting the nod. 

If we could vote for the group that 
showed the most determination, aggres- 
siveness, and possibly a little bit of 
exotic riding, such as front wheel wheel- 
ies, etc., it would have to be the 250cc 
Novice Division, Once the “go” flag was 
dropped, it was just plain GO until the 
checkered flag put a stop toit. Emerging 
victors in the first heat were Billy 
Williams, followed by John Randolph and 
Bob Williams, all Bultaco-mounted, 

The 250cc Amateur-Experts then had 
their chance to ‘‘go’’ in the first heat, 
Leading off, it was Ken Cameron (CZ), 
with Max Switzer (Greeves) in hot pur- 
suit. On the second lap, the situation 
had reversed with Switzer in the lead, 
Cameron in hot pursuit, and Casey 
Folks (Husky) third. Switzer who had 
built up a long lead, was never chal- 
lenged throughout the rest of the heat. 

The big bikes in the Open Class were 
next off, with Rick Miller (Matchless) 
leading Bob Mikulski (Triumph), Pete 
Ries (Triumph) and Red Van Buskirk 
(CZ). In the second lap, Miller dropped 
his bike and Mikulski took the lead. Van 
Buskirk moved up to second and a duel 
developed for the lead. Van Buskirk 
emerged victorious, with Mikulski 
runnerup.

Jumping a 400-pound motorcycle 
through a hoop of flame suspended ten 
feet in the air in the middle of a South 
American bull ring may not be your idea 
of fun, but according to 1954 Catalina 
Grand Prix winner and former stunt 
rider Jim Johnson, the trick was child’s 
play when compared to dicing with South- 
ern California’s top dirt riders during 
the early 1950's. 

Jim was one of the best competitors 
in the state during those years and, 
when a recent motorcycle magazine 
article on the Catalina classic said that 
he was ‘‘no longer on the scene,’’ Cycle 
News decided to look him up. We didn’t 
have to look very far since, contrary to 
the above report, Jim is still very much 
“on the scene," He owns a thriving 
Suzuki dealership in Berkeley, is an 
interested observer at many District 36 
scrambles races, and manages to ‘‘get 
in a few hours of riding” every month 
on his Maico 360, 

To the *«new generation" of motor- 
cyclists, the name Catalina may mean no 
more than an offshore island near Los 
Angeles, but when Jim was riding com- 
petitively, Catalina hosted the biggest 
and most famous race of the year. As he 
says, **Catalina was unique, Where else 
could you ride on city streets, a golf 
course, up and down mountains and trails 
— all in the same race?" 

Today's younger competition riders 
would find the racing machinery of that 
day rather odd. Jim won Catalina on a 
Velocette 500 single and — this is hàrdto 
believe — the second place rider, only 
four seconds behind him, was ona Harley 
741 

When asked to compare the machines 
of that day with modern iron, Jim is re- 
freshingly candid. He says that. ‘a 
modern 250 two-stroke is as fast or 
faster than any 500 or 650 in use then, 
But more important, the handling of the 
modern bikes is far superior." 

He doesn’t think the riders have gotten 
any better though. One of his best friends 
and toughest competitors in those days 
was Bud Ekins, and Jim says that trying 
to catch Bud was like ‘‘trying to catch 
your shadow with the sun at your back," 
Other riders he remembers as being 
particularly good are John McLaughlin, 
Vern Hancock, Joe Leonard and Ray 
Tanner (who took second at Catalina on 
that Harley 74). > $

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for the lead this time, Cameron wound 
up first across the finish line with 
Sromalla second and Casey Folks third. 

The second heat of the 250cc Novice 
face was as rough and tough as the first 
heat, with an extra good scrap going on 
between John Randolphand Bill Williams, 


The second go-arouund for the 250cc 
Amateur-Expert saw Ken Cameron lead- 
ing with Bill Hill approximately a bike 
length behind. This duel for the lead 
lasted for almost 3 laps until Cameron 
drifited off course in à rough area and 
Hill took the lead, finishing first with 
Cameron second, Max Switzer had a 
shifting problem on the starting line and 
started way back in last place. At the 
end of 5 laps, he had moved up to fourth 
and finished in that position, 


In the second Open Class heat Miller 
led the first loop, but lost the position 
to Van Burkirk, who by the third loop 
had a long lead over the rest of the field 
and finished an easy first with Mikulski, 
second, Miller dropped out with mechani- 
cal troubles. 

The third and last race for the 100cc 
group saw a continuous scrap going on 
for the lead between Ken Cameron and 
Dan Sromalla. Cameron finished first 
with Sromalla second, 


The only race of the day to get the 
black flag was the last 250cc Amateur- 
Expert race, About 50 yard from the 
start line Bill Hill tangled with another 
bike and proceeded to do an endo over 
the bars. We are happy to report he was 
only somewhat shook up and got back in 
the race to finish second behind Max 
Switzer. 

The final race of the day was the Open 
Class which again was easily won by 
Van Burkirk and his 360 CZ, Pete Ries 
took the second spot. 

The course was well laid out, and the 
entire event ran smoothly with nodelays 
between events, Flagman Jay Wiley said 
he was very grateful for the assistance 
in record keeping given to him by mem- 
bers of the Silver Queens Motorcycle 
Club.

Jim, who rode what he says was the 
first scrambles race in California at 
Palos Verdes in 1950, says that today’s 
riders go faster than they did then, ‘‘but 
that’s because of the superior ma- 
chines.’ He feels there are too many 
specialists today and says that in the 
early 1950's, all the better riders '*were 
good at everything — scrambles, hare and 
hounds, English trials — the works." 

After his Catalina victory in 1954, Jim 
became a stunt rider and driver with a 
“thrill show” touring South America, 
For four years he made winter tours 
with that group, and during the summer 
worked with Joey Chitwood’s show in the 
eastern U.S, The South American show 
often drew crowds of up to 70,000 per- 
sons in Argentian, Venezuela, Colombia 
and Uruguay. Since Jim was also the 
U.S. organizer for the show, he took 
other Southern California riders like 
Don (Wigg) Carey, Bill Ward and the late 
Dutch LaBay with him, 

They did both motorcycle and car 
stunts including ramp to ramp jumps 
through hoops of flame, crashes through 
burning board walls, rollovers and dive 
bomber crashes, Jim says his motor- 
cycle ramp jumps couldn’t compare with 
those of Evel Knievel, but then he was 
doing them three or four times a night, 
six nights a week, 

A non-vehicle stunt they performed 
called — rather unimaginatively — ‘‘the 
dynamite trick," must have been inter- 
esting for the performer since it con- 
sisted of lying in a wooden *'coffin'' only 
a foot or two from exploding sticks of 
dynamite, The performer survived be- 
cause dynamite expels its explosive 
force upward in a cone-shaped wedge, 
and will not harm someone lying on the 
ground next to the point of explosion, 
The hang-up is that if atmospheric con- 
ditions are wrong and the air gets heavy, 
the force of the explosion flattens out 
and ‘‘the dynamite trick’’ doesn’t work 
so well. Jim says he became one of the 
best amateur weathermen in the world 
while doing that stunt. 

After fifteen years of the excitement 
and dangers of motorcycle racing and 
stunt riding, Jim says he is content to 
run his dealership, go cow-trailing with 
friends and ride his Maico on a few 
enduros every year. But if you’re ever 
riding the trails in the Berkeley Hills 
and see a 39-year-old, 190-pounder in 
front of you, I'd suggest you ask his 
name before you try.to.pass him,

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With the weather still being reluctant 
to co-operate, Trojan Raceway was able 
to have their second event of the 1968 
season, One fine advantage of this track 
is its fine draining abilities whereby it 
can rain all week and if it clears up that 
day, its possible to race that night, 
There was some question Friday evening, 
February 16, as the first heat race was 
to get under way. It started to sprinkle 
but it was decided to go ahead and try to 
run off as many events as possible, This 
was no small task sincethis was the first 
night of running a complete TT program 
backed up by a complete short track 
program, but the rain was short lived 
and the races proceeded without further 
moisture although the track was just 
right at race time for getting a terrific 
bite, 

As the TT program runs off first, the 
100ce class was once more dominated

DESERT 250's BEAT 360, 500, 650, 750 ETC!

The 18th annual Moose Run hare scrambles was a big success with all 
the big names on hand to represent their colors: Mike Patrick, Gary Conrad, 
Howard Beach, Larry Bergquist, Dick Dean and James Martino. J.N. Roberts 
was back from Europe with the Swedish champion, Gunnar Lindstrom. There 
were 593 riders signed up, plus the Swedish visitor, who was not entered, 
only along for the fun of it. 

It had rained Saturday, but the weather was great on Sunday morning with 
a temperature of just 75 degrees. The sand was still moist which kept the 
dust down perfectly. 

The start was set back one hour to allow for late comers. At 11:00, after 
one false start, the combined 250cc and open class were away, heading for 
the smoke bomb three miles out. 

Just after the smoke bomb, there was a twenty foot drop off into a sand 
wash with a couple of smaller bumps on the other side. The leaders at this 
point were two Husqvarnas: Lindstrom, the Swedish star, with J.N. Roberts 
42 right on his tail. Gary Conrad, 421x on a 250 Greeves, was only three feet 
behind Roberts. Then there was a big roar and here came John Gaetz, #39 on 
a big Triumph. He cleared the entire drop off and landed on. his front wheel 
with a crash. He tried to hold on, but made a couple of quick turns and ended 
up sideways but was able to get going on the second kick. Dusty Coppage 
460 and Doyle Fields 422 also were right up there. Larry Bergquist came 
through tenth. 7 

Half way through the first lap, Bergquist was able to take the lead in the 
rough, up-and-down hilly sections, but Lindstrom was right behind him. Lind- 
strom was able to pass the red Bultaco on the high, narrow, hog back trail. 

To quote Bergquist, “That guy rode that rocky trail faster than anyone I 
have ever seen! He can go real fast in the tight stuff." 

Bergquist was able to re-pass him in the rough open desert and come into 
the pits first. The Swedish rider Lindstrom, Conrad, Roberts and Patrick all 
came in close together. 

On the second lap, Bergquist and Lindstrom dueled back and forth with 
Bergquist finally pulling into the finish line first, winning it in one hour and 
fifty minutes. Lindstrom pulled in second but as he was not entered in the 
race, Gary Conrad officially was second on a 250cc Suzuki. Mike Patrick, #7, 
pulled in third on his 750cc Norton Twin, and Steve Kirk, #27, took fourth 
with his Triumph 650cc. 

Lynn Fortner, #506, was the first Amateur in on his 360 Husky, taking 
fifth overall, and Bill Bogner, 4170 on a Triumph captured ninth overall and 
again took first Open Amateur. The first 250cc Amateur in was Ron Bishop, 
#25x, taking fifteenth overall, and Steve Staats was second Open Amateur, 
taking twenty-first overall.

The trail bikes were flagged off fifteen minutes after the big bombers 
and were overtwo hundred and thirty strong. At the big drop-off into the wash, 
the leader was Jack Froelich, #2 on a Bultaco Lobito, and right on his rear 
rubber, pushing hard, was Lloyd Taylor, #23 on a Hodaka.

day, February 25 to take the overall win on his red 250cc Bultaco 
PurSang 5-speed to make it a fantastic three overall wins in a row in 
desert competition, plus two 250cc Class European Scrambles wins. 


The Trona, Calif. starting area was 
flat, open territory with small bushes 
and a couple of ditches to keep you 
awake; just rough enough to separate 
the racers from the Sunday riders. 

The smoke bomb was five miles out 
and was easy to see. At the drop of the 
banner at 10 a.m. all of the combined 
Open and 250cc riders were away; young 
Steve Staats, 495 on a Triumph, had a 
big lead at the smoke with Howard 
Beach, 420 also on a Triumph, in second 
position, Larry Bergquist was running 
sixth, 

After the smoke bomb, the course ran 
through a short, rocky section and then 
into some open, dusty boondocks. A 
short sandwash led us down a steep, 
twisty hill to a winding canyon trail 
where there was no place to pass. An- 
other short sandwash turned left onto a 
winding fire road leading up and down a 
short hill, and five miles of boondocks 
brought us back to the pits for a twenty- 
two-mile loop on which the riders would 
go four loops. 

Eighteen-year-old Steve’ Staats led the 
race on the Triumph tuned by the Lam- 
oreaux shop until the third check, where 
Beach passed him with his Triumph 
turned all the way on. Bergquist also put 
the pass on Staats just before the pits, 
and to quote Staats, ‘‘I couldn’t believe 
that a 250cc could go that fast. He was 
really making it in the rough country off 
the trail, and it was something to see.”

Bill Bogner (#170), another hot Ama- 
teur, took tenth overall and first in the 
500cc Amateur class.

for their two-loop race. Heading for the

That 
amounted to over $8,000 divided among 
four road races and five dirt track 
races over a three-day period in and 
around Indianapolis — not a lot of money, 
but a lot of action, The combined 250 at 
LR.P. was a real fun thing ... after 
Nixon lapped me four times,I thought I 
was going the wrong way ... nonetheless 
it was the best seat in the house, 
For those who missed the Columbus, 
i ni p it was.asexcit. 






ing as an Ascot program, Larry Palm- 
gren (Triumph) was in tremendous form, 
Stretching it on Markel and Welty on a 
very slick and rough surface with Markel 
finally clobbering Welty in Turn 3 with 
both unloading, Rick Moore (Triumph) 
rode an inspired race to oust Jerry 
Compton (BSA) for Amateur honors, It 
was a wild night with ye ole’ reporter’s 
carburetor coming apart on the starting 
line in the second Expert heat; conse- 
quently going up in flames....never a dull 
moment, 

For years apathy reigned in Southern 
Indiana. Prospective motorcycle race 
promoters would say, ‘‘Who cares, it’s 
a thing of the past, no one will come, 
there's no money in it," etc. Well, boys, 
you were wrong; your trouble was atrophy 
of the brain, no faith in the sport, and no 
imagination, In 1964, the Indiana half- 
mile championship was revived at Rock- 
bort.

Classes were divided into 50cc, 100ce, 
175cc, 250cc, and Open and are sanc- 
tioned by the FMM (Federacion Mexicana 
de Motociclismo), the Mexican equivalent 
to our AMA, It was a championship point 
Standing event for the Baja California 
district, 


There were only two entrants in the 
big bike division so all the 250cc bikes 
ran Open Class too, It was these two 


: classes that provided the thrills of the 


day. 


It was a four-way duel in the 250ce 
class with the local favorite Xavier 
Tesnado on a Kawasaki narrowly shading 
American rider Steve Cooper of Chula 
Vista on an identical mount, which he 
borrowed from Angel Rosa of Mexicali, 
when his own BSA was wrecked during 
practice, The local defending champion, 
Carlos Iribe whose regular ride, a BSA 
was torn down for repairs, was loaned 
an Ossa by Richard Ray of Gardena, 
The eycle was a fine machine but was 
set up for desert use and had knobbie 
tires which gave very poor traction on 
the smooth fast track. The poor traction 
and having to learn how to race a two- 
stroke were too much even for a rider of 
his skill and he was beaten by his friend 
and fellow townsman Santos Zamorra, 
on a Bultaco. 

In the Open Class, Steve Cooper on 
the borrowed Kawasaki and Paul Branson 
on his Velocette put on a show that the 
fans will long remember. At the end of 
three motos they were tied for first 
place and a 5-lap match race, to decide 
the winner, was set up. In the 5-lap 
event the lead changed hands four times 
and the race ended in another tie which 
resulted in the grandstand emptying onto 
the track and the fans demanding a re- 
match, The judges agreed and in the 
final race Steve Cooper crossed the 
finish a little ahead but you could have 
covered both bikes with a Kleenex, they 
were that close. 


The 100ec class also resulted in a tie 
but for second position, The runoff saw 
Enrique Martinez of Mexicali on a Ya- 
maha beat out Bob Cernuda of Gardena 
for second spot. Richard Ray, also of 
Gardena, was never threatened for first 
place, 

The U.S, had no representatives in the 
lightweight division but the officials 
allowed Dick Ray’s lovely wife, Nora to 
ride her Hodaka in the men’s event 
“just for fun," She would have trophied 
too as she finished in the top three in 
each moto, 


Mexico dominated the 175cc class with 
Kawasaki-mounted -Leonardo Medina 
capturing top money followed by Enrique 
Martinez on a Yamaha and Xavier Ro- 
drigues on an Islo. 


The friendly Mexican Motorcycle Club 
Members did everything in their power 
to make the day pleasant for your cor- 
respondent but were very apologetic 
about the poor participation, They point- 
ed out that the Mexican riders were 
generally not as skilled nor do they 
have the finances to prepare elaborate 
racing bikes as their American neigh- 
bors, For these reasons, they not only 
welcome but especially invite Americans 
who wish to gain racing experience with- 
out the stiff competition usually found, 
even in the Novice classes, north of 
the border. 


After the points were tallied and 
results posted, beautiful trophies were 
presented to the first three in all class- 
es amid the cheers of the enthusiastic 
crowd which had not dispersed. We were 
shaking hands and saying ‘‘Adios’’ tonew 
friends both Mexican and American when 
one of the Mexican riders invited several 
U.S, riders to his home for refresh- 
ments which included steak, tortillas 
and beans (your correspondent was in- 
vited too), For one and all the TT races 
in Tijuana B,C., Mexico will be fondly 
remembered,

Art Houston's fuel-burning Triumph blasting 
off to a 10,98 second E. T.

Fans at Irwindale Raceway 
were witness to one of the great- 
est days, in Triumph’s drag rac- 
ing history. 

Top Bike was won by Triumph, 
a new Irwindale record was se- 
cured by Triumph and a 40-inch, 
single engine machine stopped 
the clocks in record time per dis- 
placement. 

Ed Kretz and Son really had the mono- 
poly on sponsorship results. Boris Mur- 
ray’s twin engine Triumph set the quar- 
ter mile record of 161.87 miles per 
hour in a record time of 9.41 seconds, 
On the same dealers’ card was Bob 
Ebeling’s 40-incher that cranked out a 
quarter mile sprint in 10.33 seconds. 

Eight racers vied for top bike gold 
and glory, including a new twin-engine 
machine unvieled by Don Harris, Don’s 
Triumph power plants were dumping ex- 
tensive loads on the chains at every 
attempted run and they scattered like 
birds spooked from a bush, 

But the real surprise was to come, 
when Don McEvoy and his rider buddy 
Martinez defeated all contenders for 
the top bike bullion, No one should really 
be surprised for consistency is the key 
to a winners padlock, Buddy Martinez 
rode the twin engine winner at consis- 
tent nine second runs, 

All of the best such as, ‘‘Flash’’ 
Gordon, Bob Braverman, Ebeling, Don 
Harris, Joe Smith and Morrow were 
rapidly dispatched from contention and 
Murray vs. McEvoy-Martinez became 
the anticipated moment awaited by all 
spectators. 


Faster, But Loses to Quicker 


Murray had already established that 
record of 9,41 seconds but no one person 
took it for granted that the race was over 
before it had began. Both Murray and 
Martinez fired easily and staged at the 
starting line with engines bellowing sta- 
cato tones of power. Zap! off the line 
together; at the eighth-mile still to- 
gether and only at the end did Buddy 
Martinez surge forward to win top bike 
honors with an E,T, of 9.82 seconds and 
a speed of 152,02 miles per hour.
